EVERY teenager who has ever 
been hooked by a sport - 
whether it’s rugby, football, 
tennis or golf - has a moment 
when he wonders if he can 
make a living from it. 

Porthcawl boy Matthew Tipper has 
proved that he could do just that - and 
it has given him a globe-trotting career 
that is about to get even busier. 

He is in town this week in his 
capacity as a ‘super coach’ (the next 
step up is ‘guru’) looking after three 
US golfers who are competing in the 
British Senior Open - all after a share 
of the total £1.5 million prize pool. 

Matthew first got hooked on golf at 
Pyle & Kenfig, and he was back at his 
home course on Monday (July 24), as 
one of his clients, Skip Kendall, was 
competing in the qualifying round for 
the tournament proper, which will be at 
the Royal Porthcawl. 

With 100 competitors chasing 11 
places, it was a nervous day, but Skip 
sailed through as leading qualifier, 
with a one under par 70. 

Skip will be joined in the Senior 
Open by Tom Pernice Jnr and Duffy 


Waldorf, and Matthew’s ‘team’ of 
three are all recent graduates into the 
senior ranks, turning 50 in the last few 
years, so they will be keen 
competitors. 

Matthew has followed an 
international route to his present 
situation. He told The GEM: “When I 
was a teenager playing golf at P & K, 
we had a strong group. 

“I turned pro off a two handicap and 
became an assistant, but I was 
interested in travel, so I took up an 
offer to coach in Malaysia.” 

He wasn’t the only one. Leon Marks 
was a contemporary of Matthew, and 
he taught in Holland before settling in 
Luxembourg, where he teaches golf 
today. 

However, Matthew’s next step was 
to accept a position with the David 
Leadbetter Academy group. Leadbetter 
is one of the most prominent golf 
gurus, and came to prominence when 
he rebuilt Nick Laldo’s swing in the 
1980s. 

He is still active today, and 
commentated on the recent Open 
Championship with Radio 5.

The Pen-y-Fai based 
charity has rehomed 
over 7,500 dogs since it 
opened in 2002; and as 
well as the more 
common breeds, such as 
spaniels, labradors and 
collies, the team has 
cared for some unusual 
breeds including 
Bouvier des Flandres, 
Sarplaninac, Dandie 
Dinmont and a Basset 
Fauve de Bretagne. 

During the last 15 
years, the rehoming 
centre has also played 
host to some unusually- 
named dogs, including 
Hufflepuff, Banoffee, 
Crocodile and Dinosaur, 
as well as the more 
common names like 


Patch, Bella, Ruby and 
Max.

can care for up to 80 
dogs at any one time in 
their 42 kennels and 
rehome around 700 
dogs per year. The 
growing team of 33 
includes canine carers, 
training and behaviour 
advisors, an education 
officer and a veterinary 
nurse, as well as a 
dedicated army of 85 
volunteers. 

Angela Wetherall, 
Dogs Trust Bridgend 
Rehoming Centre 
Manager, said: “Dogs 
Trust Bridgend has 
achieved so much in the 
last 15 years and we’re 


all incredibly proud to 
work for such a great 
organisation. 

“Everything we have

Award-winning

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Tributes paid to ^community stalwarf 


TRIBUTES have been paid to well- 
known Porthcawl businessman Jack 
Bridge, who has died after a lengthy 
illness, aged 88, at his home in the town. 

The father of three had always been extremely 
active within the community; a keen Rotarian and a 
past president of Porthcawl Chamber of Trade, of 
which he was a life member at the time of his death. 

Jack, until his retirement, owned a seaside shop 
in John Street, Porthcawl, selling a variety of items, 
including gifts, buckets and spades. 

At one time, he was Father Christmas at the 
\Christmas Morning Swim and a trustee of the 


Community and Social Amenities Association, 
raising money for a swimming pool that was never 
to be. 

A keen sportsman, he was patron of Porthcawl 
Cricket Club and a supporter of Cardiff City, as 
well as being a founding director of Bridgend Town 
AFC. He was also a member of Royal Porthcawl 
Golf Club. 

Porthcawl town councillor, Chris Smart, a past 
president of Porthcawl Chamber of Trade, paid 
tribute: “I knew Jack all my life. He was a true 
stalwart of the community. 

“Several times he rescued the Chamber when it 


was in danger of folding and played a formidable 
part in the life of our town. Everything Jack got 
involved with, he gave it one hundred per cent. 
Porthcawl is certainly a poorer place for his 
passing. 

“He had tremendous principles and was a very 
caring individual - someone you would be 
delighted to call a friend.” 

Jack leaves a wife Barbara, two sons Richard 
and Roger and daughter Penny. 

His funeral service will be at Trinity Church in 
Porthcawl on Friday, July 28 at 1.30pm, followed 
by cremation at Mar gam Crematorium. _ J

Matthew continued: “At the time, 
David was expanding rapidly, and was 
opening new golf academies all over 
the world. 

“Over the next four years I coached 
in Dubai, Portugal and in Asia.” 

There was a change in pace next for 
Matthew, as he settled in Poland for 
seven years. Poland isn’t one of the 
great golfing nations, and Matthew 
spent a lot of time working with young 
golfers. 

It was a definite boost to his CV 
when one of his players, Adrian 
Meronk, became the best Polish player 
ever. 

In fact, Porthcawl had a part to play 
in this, because Meronk became the 
first Pole to make the quarter final of 
the British Amateur Championship. 

It was held at the Royal Porthcawl 
last summer, with Matthew advising 
Adrian as he made it through 
qualifying and then winning a series of 
tough matches before going out in the 
round of the last eight. 

Meronk has now turned 
professional, and Matthew decided it 
was time to move onwards and 
upwards himself. 

He said: “I have always wanted to 
work with the top professionals, so I 
approached James Sieckmann.” 

It’s fair to say that Sieckmann is the 
hottest golfing guru of the moment, 
and he specialises in ‘the short game’. 

He learned the principles of the 
short game from Seve Ballasteros, so 
in religious terms he is passing on the 
word of God! 

Now, any average golfer knows the 
mind-blowing frustration of hitting a 
duff chip and then three-putting in a 
friendly game - so that is multiplied a 
hundred-fold if you are a top player 
competing for serious money. 

Consequently, Sieckmann now 
advises a number of top US Tour 
professionals, as well as top LPGA 
women professionals. 

In a series of interviews and 
practical tests, Matthew satisfied 
James Sieckmann that he understood

his method, and that he was the man he 
needed for the next stage of his golfing 
academy empire. 

Sieclonann’s reputation is growing, 
and in September he is launching his 
first-ever European Short Game 
Solution Golf School. 

Allied to that, Matthew will be 
heading up the professional side of the 
operation, advising professionals on 
the European tour. 

As the European tour has a pretty 
elastic geography, staging events in 
Dubai, south-east Asia, and even 
Australia, it is obvious that Matthew’s 
globe-trotting days are definitely not 
over. 

Matthew said: “I will probably base 
myself in the Northampton area, as 
there are five airports within an hour’s 
drive. 

“Golf coaches these days can expect 
a call at a moment’s notice from a 
professional client who is in trouble 
with his technique.” 

This sort of problem solving is part 
technical and part psychological. 
Anyone who has ever had the 
misfortune to watch a golfer afflicted 
by ‘the yips’ will know how painful it 
is simply to watch - let alone be the 
victim. 

Matthew says - and this will bring 
hope to sufferers out there - that the 
yips are comparatively easy to cure. 

His main task with the top 
professionals is making sure that they 
haven’t drifted too far from Mr 
Sieckmann’s short game solutions. 

So, if you are watching the golf at 
Porthcawl live this week, or on TV, 
and if Tom, Skip or Duffy appear on 
screen, you may see Matthew keeping 
a watching brief. 

More likely, he will be on the 
practice ground with his charges, 
keeping them on the straight or 
narrow. 

Later this year, if Mr Sieckmann’s 
plans come to fruition, Matthew will 
be clocking up the air miles. 

It’s a long way from selling golf 
balls and Mars bars in the pros’s shop 
at P &K.

DETECTIVES in 
Bridgend are 

appealing to home 
owners to be 
vigilant following a 
distraction burglary 
on Wednesday, July 
19. 

A 77-year-old woman 
had thousands of pounds 
stolen from her home on 
High View, after she was 
visited at around 5pm by 
two men claiming to be 
working on a leak at a 
neighbouring property. 

They claimed her 
property was also 
affected and that they 
could repair the damage 
for £500. The woman 
agreed to pay a small 
deposit. 

One man then took her 
to the garden to show her 
the fictitious damage, 
while the other man 
waited inside the 
property. 

After they left, she 
discovered a large 
quantity of cash had been 
stolen. 

Officers are now 
appealing to anyone who 
witnessed anything 
suspicious in the area, or 
who has information 
which may assist with 
the investigation, to get 
in touch. 

Detective Inspector 
Andy Paddison said: 
“Distraction burglaries 
are particularly cruel 
crimes, with the 
perpetrators often 

preying upon society’s 
most vulnerable, duping 
them with well-rehearsed 
and convincing stories. 

“I’d urge the local 
community not to be 
alarmed, but to be on 


their guard, and to refuse 
entry to doorstep callers. 
Patrols have been 
stepped up in the area in 
order to provide 
reassurance to residents, 
and any concerns should 
be reported to officers 
out in the community, via 
101 or 999 in an 
emergency. 

“I’d also appeal to 
anyone who has any 
information about 

Wednesday’s incident, 
which occurred between 
5pm and 5.30pm, to get 
in touch so that we can 
bring these callous 
individuals to justice.” 

Three men are 
believed to have been 
involved in the incident. 

One is thought to have 
waited outside the 
property in a grey/silver 
Saab estate car, which 
had sets of ladders on the 
roof and a logo to the 
front of the vehicle. 

The two men who 
called at the house are 
both described as white, 
clean-shaven, and in their 
mid-twenties. 

The first is slim-built, 
approximately 5 ft lOin 
with short, fair brown 
hair. He was wearing 
dark trousers and a white 
t-shirt with a coloured 
pattern on the front. 

The second man was 
stockier and around 5ft 
Sin. He was wearing a 
black baseball hat, short 
trousers and a dark top 
with a pattern on the 
front.

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North Cornelly 
man is jailed 



A North Cornelly 
man has been jailed 
for six years after 
pleading guilty to 
stabbing a teenager 
who tried to break 
up a domestic 
assault. 

Darryl Ashley Price 
plunged a knife into 
victim Joshua Richards’ 
chest following an 
altercation at an address 
in Pyle in the early hours 
of May 15. 

The 17-year-old was 
taken to hospital with 
non-life-threatening 
injuries and 23-year-old 
Price was traced to an 
address in Bryncethin 
soon after, where he was 
arrested and later 
charged. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, he admitted a 
single charge of 
wounding with intent to 
cause grievous bodily 
harm, and on Thursday, 
July 13, was sentenced to 
six years imprisonment. 

Further charges of 
assault occasioning 


actual bodily harm, 
inflicting grievous bodily 
harm and two counts of 
common assault will lie 
on file. 

Detective Constable 
Samantha Evans, who 
led the investigation, 
said: “This was a 
particularly vicious 
assault on a young man 
who was attempting to 
intervene to stop an 
attack and calm a hostile 
situation. 

“It was only by chance 
that he wasn’t more 
seriously injured. 

“I hope Darryl Price 
uses his time in prison to 
reflect on the severity of 
his actions, and I hope 
the case and the sentence 
passed serves as a 
warning to others who 
contemplate carrying 
weapons. 

“Knife crime will 
simply not be tolerated 
within our communities 
and we will work 
determinedly to ensure 
those carrying and using 
weapons are brought to 
justice.”

Kenfig legends 
inspire local 
author’s eerie 
first novel...

THE legend of a 
Glamorgan village 
lost to the sands at 
Kenfig has helped 
inspire a new 
author to write his 
first book. 

Written by Liam 
Ronan and available 
from Christopher 
Teague’s Maesteg-based 
Pendragon Press, 
Creeping Stick is set to 
be launched at arts hub 
Carnegie House in 
Bridgend town centre on 
Saturday, July 29 
between lpm-4pm. 

Liam (44) a 

Broadlands resident who 
is originally from Port 
Talbot, grew up hearing 
tales about Kenfig and 
other local legends from 
his parents. 

Liam said: “We spent 
a lot of time at Kenfig 
Pool when I was a child, 
and my mother would 
pretend that she could 
hear the church bells 
ringing from the village 
lost beneath the waters. 

“It was also a time 
when video was taking 
off and people could 
finally see films that 
they had previously only 
been able to read about 
in magazines. 

“Some of the Italian 
ones were almost poetic 
in their approach, and I 
really liked the 
metaphysical, dreamlike 
chills of films such as 
The House By The 
Cemetery. 

“I tried to capture 
these memories when it 
came to writing 
Creeping Stick. South 
Wales has got a unique, 
haunted landscape that 
seems industrial and 
ancient all at the same 
time, and I’ve hopefully 
managed to reflect this 
in the story.” 

Early reviews have 
already compared 
Creeping Stick with the 
work of Clive Barker, 
and the book has earned 
a full five-star rating at 
the Good Reads website. 

Creeping Stick is the 
nickname given to 
Raziel Spindle, a 
disfigured merchant, 
who is shipwrecked on 
the shores of a small 
Welsh village during the 
dying days of the 19th 
century. 

Spindle repays his 
debt to the community 
by building the Home 
for Progressive Youth, a 
large orphanage set on 
the edge of the dunes. 

But when he clashes 
with village elders over 
his controversial 
techniques and the 
orphanage is destroyed 
by a mob. Spindle’s 
plans turn to revenge. 

He spirits the village 
children away into his 
newly constructed House 
of Perpetual Lament, 
and sets about giving the 
villagers a new reason to 
be afraid of the dark. 

The book will be 
available at the launch as 
a strictly limited 


hardback featuring a 
fully painted cover by 
Graham Humphreys, the 
poster artist known for 
films such as A 
Nightmare On Elm 
Street and The Evil 
Dead, as well as interior 
illustrations from Cardiff 
artist Adam Blandon. 

Liam said: “Graham 
and Adam have both 
done a fantastic job of 
capturing some of what 
I’ve tried to convey in 
the story, and Chris has 
gone the extra mile in 
terms of quality. 

“I’m over the moon at 
how the book has turned 
out. It’s really exceeded 
my expectations, and 
I’m grateful that 
everyone has invested so 
much effort into it.” 

Liam is currently 
finishing off his next 
hooy.. Mist Angels, 
which continues the 
local theme and is 
inspired by some of 
Bridgend county 
borough’s former 
colliery sites.

It may now host one 
of the largest dune 


systems m Europe and 
form part of Kenfig 
National Nature 
Reserve, but there were 
settlements at Kenfig as 
far back as the Bronze 
Age, and it once hosted 
a thriving medieval town 
which was the centre of 
trade in the area. 

Over the years the 
town suffered repeated 
attacks by disinherited 
Welsh lords, and the 
Normans built a castle 
there which was later 
sacked by Owain 
Glyndwr. 

Kenfig weathered 
these assaults, but was 
ultimately helpless in the 
face of nature. Around 
1300, the town was 
beset by a series of great 
storms that marked a 
long period of drifting 
sand that choked the 
fields, pastures, roads 
and houses. 

By the end of the 15th 
century, the inhabitants 
had abandoned the 
village and the castle to 
the relentless approach 
of the sands, and it was 
swallowed up beneath 
the dunes. 

The top of the 50ft- 
high castle keep can still 
be glimpsed rising above 
the dunes today. 

In 2012, the Channel 
Lour series Time Team 
carried out an excavation 
of the area, and 
uncovered some of the 
lost town’s roads and 
walls, coins, pottery and 
more. 

The area is steeped in 
myth and legend, 
ranging from ancient 
voices locked within the 
stone walls of the nearby 
Prince Of Wales inn to 
ghostly funeral 
processions and the 
famous Maid of Sker.

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PARLIAMENTARY PROCEDURES THAT 
LIE BEHIND THE ROLLS OF VELLUM!

NOTEBOOK 

Bridgend MP 
MADELEINE MOON 
writes an exclusive 
report from 
Westminster 
for The OEM’s 
readers. 



LAST week, I 
made a visit to 
the parliamentary 
archives in the 
Elizabeth Tower - 
the large central 
one which 
dominates the 
Palace. 

It was specifically 
designed to hold the 
parliamentary archive 
after a fire burned down 
the medieval palace in 
1834. The great rolls of 
vellum stacked on 
shelves that hold the 
Laws of Britain look like 
the age rings of giant 
trees. 

You can see how busy 
monarchs were by the 
number of rolls carrying 
their name. 

Interestingly, there are 
few rolls for Charles I, a 
man who did not like to 
call Parliaments, did not 
like to be held to 
account for his spending 
and... the rest is history. 

We are coming to the 
end of the first session 
of this Parliament. It’s 


been slower to get going 
than my previous three. 
Structures have to be in 
place before Parliament 
can fully function and 
we can add to those rolls 
of vellum. 

We need a Speaker so 
that MPs can take the 
oath of allegiance to the 
Queen before they can 
speak in the Chamber 
and debates can begin. 

You need to elect 
deputy Speakers and 
select members of the 
Speaker’s Panel of 
Chairs to facilitate the 
debates. You also need 
chairs of Select 
Committees, members of 
Select Committees and 
other outside bodies. 

I have been elected to 
the Defence Select 
Committee and re¬ 
appointed to the 
Speaker’s Panel. I will 
chair debates in 
Westminster Hall and 
deal with the legislative 
processes of Bills, 
Statutory Instruments 
and Delegated 
Legislation. 

We expect a wide 
range of legislation to be 


brought forward for 
debate as we unpick the 
consequences of Brexit 
and the European Union 
(Withdrawal) Bill. 

The Bill is highly 
controversial as it 
contains what are called 
Henry VIII powers, 
enabling the government 
to deal with ‘deficiencies 
arising from 
withdrawal’. It gives 
power to Ministers (not 
Parliament) to make 
regulations as they 
consider appropriate to 
anything they feel may 
be needed to ‘prevent, 
remedy or mitigate’ the 
transfer of EU 
legislation into British 
legislation. 

Government has 
awarded itself huge 
powers over Parliament. 
You can expect a noisy 
Parliamentary session 
ahead as the traditional 
battle between 
Government and 
backbenchers and 
oppositions goes into 
overdrive. 

Why will Parliament 
not just nod changes 
through? Because rules. 


standards and 
agreements matter. Two 
areas which impact on 
life in communities 
across Bridgend have 
come up this week. 

Euratom is the agency 
which regulates the 
transportation of nuclear 
materials across the 28 
member states. Nuclear 
material used to generate 
energy for electricity for 
homes and business, to 
power submarines or for 
use in medicine and 
research. 

The UK cannot move 
or access nuclear 
materials from the EU 
without complying with 
these regulations. The 
body ultimately 
responsible for 


arbitration in disputes is 
the European Court of 
Justice and the 
Government wants to 
leave the ECJ. 

The Reach Rules 
control the use of 
chemicals across the EU. 
Britain’s motor 
manufacturing 
companies must abide 
by the Reach Rules as 
four fifths of cars 
produced in the UK are 
exported to Europe, the 
world most valuable 
consumer market. The 
car export market is 
worth £17.8 billion to 
the UK so we cannot 
ignore it. 

To protect our future 
economic wealth, our 
industries, local jobs, our 


health service, power 
generation and defence 
capability those Henry 
VIII powers will be 
challenged. 

Governments don’t 
like to be challenged. 
They don’t like to be 
told they have made 
mistakes and their sums 
don’t add up. I’d like 
congratulate The GEM 
for demonstrating this 
most graphically in a 
recent article 
commenting on my 
contribution to the 
Queen’s speech debate. 

In an exchange with 
chair of the Defence 
Select Committee 
(Conservative Dr Julian 
Lewis) we both 
expressed our concern 
that the Government was 
only able to claim it was 
spending two per cent on 
defence by including 
military and civil servant 
pensions. 

Dr Lewis commented: 
“It is a measure of the 
management downwards 
of our expectations that 
we are supposed to ring 
the church bells in 
triumph at our not 


falling below the bare 
minimum that NATO 
members are supposed 
to achieve. We really 
have to rethink this. We 
really should be looking 
at three per cent of GDP, 
and not this bare 
minimum of two per 
cent.” 

I was, therefore, 
delighted to see the 
quote from Minister 
Mark Lancaster in the 
GEM article. 

As a national defence 
journalist texted me, ‘if 
the minister wants to 
lash out they can be v 
quick at giving a quote’. 
Seems my speech and 
the GEM article touched 
a nerve. 

We are underfunding 
our armed services, 
personnel numbers are 
cut to the bone because 
the MoD is struggling to 
pay for American 
equipment it cannot 
afford, partly because of 
the drop in the value of 
the pound. 

The £20 billion black 
hole in the budget is not 
shrinking, no matter how 
much Mark claims was 


spent in the past in Iraq 
and Afghanistan or is 
being spent with Welsh 
business. 

The next few years 
are going to fill up those 
shelves with more rolls 
of vellum as we tackle 
Brexit. The impact on 
Britain and our place in 
the world will be tested 
and the need for 
ingenuity in legislation 
and decision making 
stretched. 

The largest roll in the 
current archive dates 
from 1820 and contains 
the registration of all of 
the land ownership in 
England and Wales for 
that year. Talking to the 
archivist I question how 
often this figured in the 
rolls. 

We plan to look for 
Bills relating to the 
building of the railroad 
and harbour in 
Porthcawl to transport 
coal from the mines in 
valleys to the north. 

That was our past. 

I’m confident 
Bridgend will add more 
to those rings of vellum 
over the next few years.

masts along routes 
where they are no longer 
required.” 

Mr Grayling said that 
delivery of passenger 
benefits, minimising 
disruption and 
engineering work should 
be the priority. 

He added: “As 
technology changes, we 
must reconsider our 
approach to modernising 
the railways. We will 
only electrify lines 
where it provides a 
genuine benefit to 
passengers which cannot 
be achieved through 
other technologies.” 

The Transport 
Secretary also said that 
the industry is 
developing alternative 
fuel trains, using battery 
and hydrogen power. 

“This means that we 
no longer need to 
electrify every line to 
achieve the same 
significant 
improvements to 
journeys, and we will 
only electrify lines 
where it delivers a 
genuine benefit to 
passengers,” he said, 
adding, “As a result, we 
no longer need to 
electrify the Great 
Western route west of 
Cardiff. 

Mr Grayling said that 
Network Rail will look 
to other ways of 
improving rail journeys 
in south Wales, which 
will include: 

improving journeys 
times and connections 


CHRIS Elmore is 
‘not happy’ that no 
reference was made 
in the recent 
Queen’s Speech to 
the promised 
electrification of 
railways in South 
Wales. 

The Ogmore MP said 
in the Commons he felt 
‘passionate’ about the 
issue as it would have a 
beneficial effect on 
Wales and should have 


been included in the 
speech setting out the 
Government’s legislative 
programme. 

He said electrification 
is vital, would have a 
significant impact on his 
constituency and others 
across south Wales, and 
that the UK Government 
is “failing the people of 
Wales by not securing 
it.” 

Mr Elmore said: 

“That is simply 
unacceptable, especially 
given the hundreds of 


promises that ministers 
have made time and 
again to provide 
electrification.” 

However, the 
Secretary of State for 
Transport, Chris 
Grayling MP, said that 
new technology - ‘bi- 
modaT train technology 
that transfers from diesel 
power to electric or vice 
versa - to be introduced 
means that there is no 
longer need to electrify 
the route west of 
Cardiff. 

Secretary of State for 
Wales and Vale MP, 

Alun Cairns, said: 
“There’s little sense in 
applying old technology 
when we have a far 
superior option available 
to us. 

In a written statement 
to the House, Mr 
Grayling said: “From 
autumn 2017, passengers 
in Wales will benefit 
from new Intercity 
Express trains which 
will each deliver over 
130 more seats, faster 
journey times and 
improved connectivity 
for south Wales to 
London with 40 per cent 
more seats in the 
morning peak once the 
full fleet is in service. 

“These innovative 
new bi-modal trains 
switch seamlessly 
between electric and 
diesel power, delivering 
faster journeys and more 
seats for passengers 
without disruptive work 
to put up wires and 


between Swansea and 
Cardiff, and south 
Wales, Bristol and 
London; station 
improvements at Cardiff 
Station; and station 
improvements in and 
around Swansea. 

Mr Grayling said that 
once the whole fleet of 
new trains is introduced, 
and electrification to 
Cardiff is complete, 
journey times between 
Swansea, London and 
other stations along the 
route will be 
approximately 15 
minutes shorter. 

Mr Cairns 

commented: “The latest 
technology allows us to 
bring the most modem 
trains - based on the 
Japanese Bullet Trains 
{Shinkansen) - in the 
world to Swansea at a 
much earlier stage than 
we had predicted.” 

He pointed out that 
the new trains will be 
maintained in Swansea 
where the service hub 
will be located. 

“This is a clear 
commitment to the area 
and its future,” said Mr 
Cairns.

Two where hundreds of 
thousands of British 
troops were pinned 
down on the beach by 
the invading German 
army. 

The film tells the 
story from three 
perspectives, the mole 
(where troops were to 
be rescued by boat), the 
sea (where civilian 
boats were requisitioned 
by the navy) and the air 
(as Spitfire pilots flew 
to Dunkirk to ward off 
enemy bombers) - with 
time ticking away, the 
race is on to save as 
many soldiers as 
possible... 

The tone of Dunkirk 
is set from the very first 
frame; as soldiers make 
their way through the 
deserted streets they 
come under enemy fire, 
struggling to escape 
from the bullets and 
survive in order to make 
it to the beach. 

Starkly shot, with a 
sound mix that 
immerses you within 
seconds, the template is 
in place - what follows 
is 106 minutes of 
absolute tension and 
emotion, gripping you 
from the get-go and not 
letting up until the 


credits come up. 

Rather than travel 
down the route of 
melodrama, Nolan 
instead opts for 
docudrama realism. 
There is scant 
characterisation - all we 
need to know about the 
people we follow is that 
they are doing their best 
to survive or to help, 
answering the call not 
just of their country but 
also basic humanity - 
with no letters from 
home or pictures of the 
sweetheart they can’t 
wait to get home to. 

Instead, we are 
pitched headlong into 
the three perspectives 
(which are also told, in 
typical Nolan fashion, 
across three timelines 
which eventually 
converge), each an 
example both of 
indomitable spirit and 
the realities and 
cruelties of war. 

Filmed largely on 
IMAX cameras (and it’s 
certainly worth sitting 
down to this on an 
IMAX screen), Nolan 
captures the largesse of 
the conflict, the open 
spaces that an offer 
either salvation or 
something far worse. 


He takes you 
completely into the 
characters’ situations, 
whether that is on the 
beach struggling to 
escape the German 
aircraft peppering the 
soldiers with bombs and 
gunfire, on the civilian 
boats attempting to do 
their bit or in the 
aircraft as we follow the 
fighter pilots’ attempts 
to clear the air for the 
evacuation. 

Each element of the 
story doesn’t have much 
in the way of dialogue, 
but it’s a credit to both 
Nolan and his cast that 
you are so drawn in by 
their respective 
situations that so much 
can be conveyed with a 
look or a glance at 
another character. 

There are subplots, 
little moments that pay 
off further down the 
line, but this is a film 
where the main drive of 
the plot comes from the 
situation, the evacuation 
the key propellor, and 
the notion of time is 
always at the forefront, 
both in terms of the 
urgency that comes 
through Nolan’s 
direction and Hans 
Zimmer’s ‘tick-tock’ 


score. 

Given that the 
characters are 
(intentionally) drawn 
with little dimension, 
the performances are 
outstanding. While the 
likes of Fionn 
Whitehead, Harry 
Styles and Aneurin 
Barnard are put through 
the ringer physically 
and mentally, as they 
try to escape the 
carnage of the beach, 
Mark Rylance is the 
epitome of noble spirit 
as the civilian setting 
off in his boat to help 
the effort (and the plot 
that swirls around this 
strand is particularly 
poignant); while Tom 
Hardy and Jack Lowden 
as the aircraft pilots 
convey much with just 
their eyes and minimal 
dialogue. 

Not since Saving 
Private Ryan has a film 
truly captured the 
brutality of of World 
War Two, and Nolan’s 
sensitive but hard¬ 
hitting handling of the 
subject matter means 
that Dunkirk carries the 
weight of the story it’s 
telling. Visually and 
aurally outstanding, 
Dunkirk’s recanting of

sublime piece of work. 
Essential viewing.

Kay added: “I have

‘Don’t raise alarm about 
job losses that have not 

happened,’ says Welsh Secretary 


MANY people 
working in the UK 
automotive industry 
are uncertain about 
whether they will 
have jobs in two 
years’ time, claims 
Madeleine Moon. 

The Bridgend MP said 
in the Commons she 
could not stress enough 
how important tariff and 
customs-free trade post- 
Brexit is to the industry 
and to the town’s Ford 
engine plant. 

However, Secretary of 
State for Wales and Vale 
MP Alun Cairns 
cautioned that alarm 
should not be raised over 
job losses that have not 
happened. 

He also said: “I want 
to focus on the right 
outcome because I want 
businesses to be able to 
continue to trade freely, 
however it would be 
completely wrong to 
remain in a trade 
arrangement that both the 
Conservatives and the 
Labour Party oppose.” 

She said: “Investment 
in the UK car industry 
has already sharply 
declined in the first half 
of this year to just £322 
million, compared with 
the total of £1.66 billion 
invested in the 
automotive sector last 
year. 


“Companies are 
delaying spending 
because it is difficult to 
plan amid uncertainty 
over our future trading 
arrangements and 

concerns relating to the 
World Trade 

Organisation (WTO) 
tariffs.” 

Mrs Moon said the 
Government should carry 
out an impact assessment 
on how changes to 
customs procedures will 
affect the automotive 
industry and absolutely 
avoid the possibility of 
resorting to WTO rules. 

She told MPs: “The 
industry needs concrete 
reassurances and further 
details on how the 
Customs Bill will ensure 
frictionless trade. 

“Nothing is being told 
to the companies, 
everyone is living with 
uncertainty and 

employees are deeply 
concerned about their 
future, their ability to 
invest in mortgages and 
the uncertainty of their 
job prospects. 

“Are they actually 
going to be in work in 
two years’ time? Nobody 
knows. 

She continued: “The 
imposition of tariffs by 
losing access to the 
single market and 
customs union puts our 
businesses across Wales, 
such as Ford, at a 


significant 

disadvantage.” 

Mr Cairns said: 
“Exiting the EU is a 
process, not an event, 
and it is crucial to me as 
Secretary of State, that 
Wales is in the best 
possible position during 
and after this process. 

“We should be looking 
at Wales’ opportunity to 
now be a leader in 
industry and the jobs that 
this, by extension, will 
create, not raise alarm for 
job losses which have not 
happened.” 

He said that job 
security is fundamental 
to everyone in all 
industries across the UK. 

“We continue to work 
as a matter of priority, to 
ensure that this is 
guaranteed throughout 
the Brexit negotiations.” 


Bridgend Ford, which 
opened in 1980, has 
made 250,000 engines a 
year for Jaguar-Land 
Rover (JLR), and twice 
that number for its own 
use. 

However, in early 
2015, more than a year 
before the EU 
referendum, it was 
announced that 

production of the JLR 
engines would move to 
its new plant in 
Wolverhampton, cutting 
by a third the number of 
units produced in 
Bridgend. 

Next year, Aston 
Martin begins production 
of its DBX GT-crossover 
at a new site at MoD St 
Athan.

They were there 
again first light in the morning of the Saturday, 
putting the finishing touches to the float before it 
was picked up by the lorry and taken to the start of 
the Carnival. 

Then it was three hours on the float, a break at the 
carnival field, and then back to work in the evening 
to remove the decorations!

INCINERATORS: PUBLIC 
IS PAYING THE PRICE 


T he Woodham road incinerator 
development so close to family 
homes is a huge mistake. 

A report published in June 2015 found nine 
(incinerator?) plants with at least IMW capacity 
had been built, and eight of them had been 
officially shut down. Two were later re-opened, but 
are still not operating successfully. 

None of the plants has ever generated more than 
a tiny proportion of the electricity they had been 
designed for. Those that had generated any 
electricity have done so for only short periods. 

A company called Scotgen (now dissolved) tried 
to operate a waste gasifier from the end of 2010, 
until a major fire in July 2013 finally forced the 
plant’s closure. 

During the intervening period, the Scottish 
Environmental Protection Agency (SEPA) recorded

It is the same as some 
charities I see reported 
in your newspaper that 
say “We are a Welsh 
charity to help Welsh 
people”. What if I get 
cancer or heart disease, 
or become blind or 
something else happens? 

I am not Welsh, so 
will these charities not 
help me because I am 
not Welsh? 

It makes me sad and 
worried that a politician 
can say something like 
that.

64 noise complaints, 88 incidents where pressure 
was building up inside the gasifier, leaving the 
company with no option but to vent the toxic gas 
straight into the atmosphere to prevent an 
explosion, more than 200 breaches of air emission 
limits, eight breaches of the emission limit for 
dioxins, and an explosion. 

Local authority planning departments have 
suffered some of the deepest financial cuts. A local 
authority that rejects a company’s planning 
application puts itself at risk of having to defend 
that decision at a planning appeal. 

The right to appeal is confined to developers 
whose applications have been rejected; it is not 
available to objectors in cases where planning 
applications are approved. 

There is a strong financial imperative for local 
authorities to play safe and rubber-stamp planning 
applications. When politicians’ hands can be tied by 
a rich private consortium’s bank balance, the 
system has failed. 

Local residents, in the meantime, are paying the 
price through visual blight, house price drops, air 
pollution and fear of explosions and fires that are 
linked to failing schemes.

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Vale Council excels in Green Flag awards 


THE Vale Council has once 
again emerged as one of the 
best performing counties in 
Wales in the Green Flag 
awards. 

Judging body Keep Wales Tidy 
has given seven sites maintained by 
the local authority Green Flag 
status, the mark of a top-quality 
outdoor space. 

Romilly Park, Central Park, 
Victoria Park, The Knap Gardens, 
Barry Island Promenade and 
Gardens, Belle Vue Park and 
Alexandra Park/Windsor Gardens 
all gained the accolade, along with 
The Kymin in Penarth and Barry’s 
Merthyr Dyfan Cemetery, while 
nine community sites also received 
Green Flags. 

These include Barry Community 
Garden, Birchgrove Woodlands, 
Cowbridge Physic Garden, 
Cwmtalwg Local Nature Reserve, 
the Elizabethan Orchard, Old Hall 
Gardens, Upper Orchard Field, 
Wenvoe, Wenvoe Community 
Orchard and the Welsh Orchard in 
Wenvoe. 

A spokesperson said: “With only 
Cardiff boasting more Green-Flag 


sites and city authority Swansea 
coming third, the considerably 
smaller Vale did well to rank second 
out of 22 Welsh counties.” 

Coun John Thomas, Leader of the 
Vale Council, said: “Fm absolutely 
delighted that the Vale has once 
again excelled to gain so many 
Green Flag parks. Given our 
resources compared to other 
authorities, this is a truly remarkable 
achievement and testament to the 
hard work put in by our parks staff. 
It is their commitment that keeps 
our green spaces looking fantastic 
all year around. 

“Congratulations also to the 
volunteer and community groups 
who have been recognised for their 
on-going hard work. 

“The standard required to achieve 
Green Flag status is extremely high 
and a great deal of effort is put in 
behind the scenes to ensure 
residents have so many fantastic 
outdoor areas to enjoy in the Vale.” 

Judging for the awards takes 
place in April and May and the 
winners are announced in July. 
Parks must apply each year to keep 
their award, and winning sites are 


eligible to fly a Green Flag for 12 
months. 

Parks are judged on eight criteria, 
including cleanliness, safety, 
standard of maintenance, 
community involvement, 

sustainability, mana-gement, 

conservation and heritage. 

Lucy Prisk, Green Flag 
coordinator at Keep Wales Tidy, 
said: “We’re delighted to see that 
the number of award-winning green 
spaces in the Vale has continued to 
increase. 

Vale Council lead gardener, Neil 
Gibbon, said: “We’re all really 
proud to have so many Green Flag 
parks. I used to play in Romilly Park 
as a child, so to be part of how it’s 
changed for the better is really 
satisfying. Everybody says what a 
lovely park it is. 

“It can be very hard work, but 
you just get on with it and thi nk 
about doing it for the people of 
Barry and the Vale. We all take a 
huge amount of personal pride in the 
parks. When we notice things that 
need improving, we want to get the 
work done. We’d like to get more 
Green Flags in the future.”

Matthews has 
coordinated educational 
visits from schools and 
youth groups. The 
number of these visits 
has increased recently, 
thanks to the opening of 
the RNLI Visitor Centre 
on Barry Island - the 
only one of its type in 
the UK. 

Local members of the 
RNLI gathered in the 
lifeboat station at Barry 
Docks to surprise Liz 
with an award for her 
decades of work. The 
event was Liz’s first 


time returning to the 
lifeboat station in several 
months after spending a 
considerable amount of 
time in hospital suffering 
from a life-threatening 
illness. 

The members, 
including her daughter 
Abigail Phillips and 
grandchildren, 
welcomed her return to 
the lifeboat station, 
saying it had been 
“empty” without her 
there to coordinate the 
educational visits. 

Both Jane Hutt AM 
and Alun Cairns MP 
were in attendance for 
Liz’s surprise 
celebration. 

Mr Cairns said: 

“When I heard that Liz 
was unwell, I was 
gravely concerned. She 
is a caring, selfless and 
hardworking woman and 
I am delighted to see her 
home from hospital and 
back in the lifeboat 
station. If there is 
anyone who deserves to 
be honoured by the 
RNLI, it is Liz!”

Climbing Perry Combe. 

Stopping for 

refreshments on Beacon 
Hill, there were 
magnificent views back 
towards Nash Point and 
Aberthaw Power Station 
on home soil, as well as 
Minehead in the west and 
east towards Brean 


Down. 

Polio wing the drovers’ 
route along the ridge 
passing the landmark 
boundary posts at 
Bicknoller and Hals way 
and descending into the 
delightful village of 
Holford, lunch followed 
in the lovely churchyard 
of St Mary the Virgin 
Church. 

Continuing past 
Woodlands House (once 
the home of John 
Kenyon, who introduced 
his distant cousin 
Elizabeth Barrett to her 
future husband Robert 
Browning), they tramped 
through ripening corn 
fields to the hamlet of 
Stringstone, where in 
1797 William 

Wordsworth and his 
sister Dorothy occupied 
Alfoxton House while 
entertaining other literary 
figures. 

Heading across fields 
back towards the coast 
and overlooking the 
enormous Hinkley Point 
power station, they made 
their return along the 
coastal path. 

Unfortunately, drizzle 
rain set in for Sue J’s 
planned walk from Coed 
Ely just south of 
Tonyrefail, blotting out 
all the delightful 
surrounding views, but 
nevertheless 18 walkers 
and dog Bruno joined her 
for the steep climb out of 
the village. 

They made their way 
along a rough track to an 
old farm building, then 
up past the 17th century 
Craig Patho farmhouse 
out onto open moorland. 

A planned coffee stop 
at Caer Rocks where the 
large stones bear the 
words ‘Dduw Cariad 
Yw’, meaning ‘God is 
Love’, etched into the 
rock by an enthusiastic 
lay preacher from 
Tonyrefail in the early 


1900s, was abandoned as 
the rain grew heavier. 

Pollowing narrow 
tracks between boundary 
fences, with the sound of 
wind turbines for 

company that were 
completely invisible in 
the surrounding gloom 
led them onto the 
Glamorgan Ridgeway 
Walk, for the short 

journey to reach the 12th 
century Capel Llanbad or 
St Peter’s Church. 

Sheltering from the 
horizontal rain within its 
ruined walls for 

refreshments, an 

archaeological dig in 
1990 revealed four 

successive churches and 
rebuilding’s on this site 
dating back to the 1st 
century AD. 

Continuing across 
Mynydd Portref their 
first sightings of the wind 
farm came into view as a 
man-made track led them 
to a road for the descent 
to Thomastown and 
along a green lane back 
to the Coed Ely Club for 
drinks, as a thank you for 
the use of their car park.

coming into south 
Wales. 

“Speaking with 
Stephen and Paul, it 
was clear that it is a 
move welcomed by 
business and is 
potentially worth £100 
million to the local 
economy. 

“Such investment 
brings huge 
opportunities to the 
tourism industry in 
particular and with 
5,000 hotel rooms in 
the south Wales area, 
the Vale will benefit as 
well as Cardiff. 

“This, along with 
schemes like the 
Cardiff City deal, 
shows that Wales is 
open for business. 

“I’m hugely grateful 
to the team at the Vale 
Resort for taking the 
time to show me around 
and I look forward to 
continuing to work to 
deliver a thriving 
economy in the Vale.”

From the 
UK, the eclipse is almost 
over by moonrise, but 
you may just see some 
darkening on the moon’s 
southern limb between 
6.30pm and 8.15pm. 

Look out for the 
Perseid meteors on 
August 12 and 13, but 
sightings may be difficult 
because of a bright 
moon. 

Many of us are 
familiar with the term 
‘Star Child’ from the film 
2001: A Space Odyssey, 
but perhaps not so many 
of us realise that we are 
all actually true star 
children. 

Our universe began 
13.8 billion years ago in 
a big bang, from which 
sub atomic particles and 
simple atoms (mainly 
hydrogen) were able to 
form. 

The distribution of this 
primordial matter was a 
little clumpy and the 
force of gravity caused 
huge clouds of gas to 
coalesce in space. 

Stars formed when the 
pressure and temperature 
increased sufficiently to 
allow nuclear fusion to 
begin. 

Stars go through a life 
cycle determined by the 
size of the star. Stars such 


as our own Sun spend 
many billions of years 
shining as a ‘main 
sequence’ star before 
becoming a red giant and 
then collapsing into a 
white dwarf. 

Stars with greater than 
10 times the mass of our 
Sun will explode as a 
supernova and then 
collapse into either a 
neutron star or black 
hole. 

Nuclear fusion occurs 
when two atomic nuclei 
join together to make a 
larger nucleus, releasing 
huge amounts of energy 
as a by-product. As a star 
runs out of hydrogen, 
other fusion reactions 
take place forming the 
nuclei of ever heavier 
elements, up to iron. 

For the largest stars, 
however, the supernova 
explosion restarts fusion 
and all of the heavier 
elements (lead, gold, 
uranium etc) are formed 
all at once. 

Our solar system must, 
therefore, have formed 
from the remains of 
earlier stars that 
exploded as supernovae. 

Every single atom of 
carbon, calcium, iron 
and oxygen in our bodies 
was created billions of 
years ago in the core of a 
star undergoing a 
supernova explosion.

‘Alfie’ issues face-to- 
face challenge to 
homophobic abusers 


WALES rugby star 
Gareth (‘Alfie’) 
Thomas has 
challenged online 
homophobic 
abusers to a face- 
to-face meeting 
while making a 
new TV 

documentary for 
BBC Wales. 

The invitation came 
when Gareth, known as 
‘Alfie’ to legions of 
rugby fans, was 
subjected to personal 
abuse online while 
making Alfie v 
Homophobia: Hate in 
the Beautiful Game. 

The documentary will 
be broadcast on 
Thursday, July 27 at 
9pm on BBC One 
Wales, on the 50th 
anniversary of the 
decriminalisation of 
homosexual acts 
between consenting 
male adults. 

It follows a report 
published earlier this 
year by a committee of 
MPs who praised the 
acceptance and 
inclusion of LGBT 
people in sport 
generally, but were 
notably scathing and 
damning of football. 

Thomas issues the 
invitation to members of 
a Crystal Palace 
message board after 
threatening homophobic 
comments are posted 


online following 
Brighton and Hove 
Albion’s promotion to 
the Premier League. 
Thomas also witnesses 
homophobic chants and 
gestures by Leeds 
United fans at a match 
against Brighton. 

“The most surprising 
thing out of 
everything,” says 
Gareth Thomas, “is the 
acceptance of the level 
of abuse - the normality 
that abuse has been 
given. I find that 
unacceptable. 

“It’s a human right 
that we are allowed to 
be who we want to be, 
but within this game if 
you’re not the 
stereotypical male or 
female we expect you to 
be, then we’re allowed 
to abuse you for 90 
minutes. 

“I would give my 
right arm to sit down in 
a room with one of 
these people, just to 
understand their views.” 

Thomas invites 
members of the message 
board to a local venue 
and turns up, ready for a 
difficult exchange of 
views with some of the 
so-called “keyboard 
warriors”. But are any 
of them brave enough to 
come and discuss the 
subject with him? 

It’s 10 years since the 
rugby star announced 
his sexuality to the 
world. In the 


programme he opens up 
about the “years of 
torment” he’d been 
through before he 
announced he was gay, 
having to hide who he 
really was from the rest 
of the world. 

He says he was 
pleasantly surprised by 
the reaction to the news 
by those around him. 

“It took my team¬ 
mates, my friends, my 
family, probably 30 
seconds of 

contemplation to be able 
to say ‘it doesn’t 
matter’. And to me, all 
of a sudden, life was 
completely different.” 

The programme 
follows Thomas’s 
personal mission to 
tackle homophobia in 
football, and he also 
attempts to meet some 
of those who run the 
game to discuss what 
support, if any, there is 
for a gay player who 
decides to come out. 

There are around 
5,000 professional 
footballers in the UK, 
so it’s statistically 
implausible that none 
are gay. Yet there are no 
openly gay footballers, 
and only one 
professional player, 
Justin Fashanu, has 
ever come out while 
playing the game in the 
UK. Having been 
accused of sexual 
assault, Fashanu killed 
himself in 1998.

SCHEDULE 2 

FORM OF STATEMENT OF EFFECT OF PARTS II AND III OF THE COMPULSORY PURCHASE 
(VESTING DECLARATIONS) ACT 1981 
Power to make general vesting declaration 

1. The Vale of Glamorgan Council (the Council) may acquire any of the land described in the 
Schedule 1 by making a general vesting declaration under section 4 of the Compulsory Purchase 
(Vesting Declarations) Act 1981. This has the effect, subject to paragraph 4 below, of vesting the land 
in the Council at the end of the period mentioned in paragraph 2 below. A declaration may not be 
made before the end of a period of two months from the first publication of a notice which includes 
this statement except with the consent in writing of every occupier of the land affected. 

Notices concerning generai vesting deciaration 

2. As soon as may be after the Council make a general vesting declaration, they must serve notice of 
it on every occupier of any of the land specified in the declaration (except land where there is one of 
the tenancies described in paragraph 3) and on every person who gives them information relating to 
the land in pursuance of the invitation contained in any notice. When the service of notices of the 
general vesting declaration is completed, a further period begins to run. This period, which must not 
be less than 28 days, will be specified in the declaration. On the first day after the end of this period 
(the "vesting date") the land described in the declaration will, subject to what is said in paragraph 4, 
vest in the Council together with the right to enter on the land and take possession of it. Every person 
on whom the Council could have served a notice to treat in respect of his interest in the land (other 
than a tenant under one of the tenancies described in paragraph 3) will be entitled to claim 
compensation for the acquisition of his interest in the land, with interest on the compensation from the 
vesting date. 

Modifications with respect to certain tenancies 

3. In the case of certain tenancies, the position stated above is subject to modifications. The 
modifications apply where the tenancy is either a "minor tenancy", i.e. a tenancy for a year or a yearly 
tenancy or a lesser interest, or "a long tenancy which is about to expire". The latter expression means 
a tenancy granted for an interest greater than a minor tenancy but having on the vesting date a period 
still to run which is not more than the period specified in the declaration for this purpose (which must 
be more than a year). In calculating how long a tenancy has still to run, where any option to renew or 
to terminate it is available to either party, it shall be assumed that the landlord will take every 
opportunity open to him to terminate the tenancy while the tenant will use every opportunity to retain 
or renew his interest. 

4. The modifications are that the Council may not exercise the right of entry referred to in paragraph 2 
in respect of land subject to a tenancy described in paragraph 3 unless they first serve notice to treat 
in respect of the tenancy and then serve every occupier of the land with a notice of their intention to 
enter and take possession after the period (not less than 14 days from the service of the notice) 
specified in the notice. The right of entry will be exercisable at the end of that period. 

The vesting of the land will be subject to the tenancy until the end of that period or 
until the tenancy comes to an end, whichever happens first.

Heartbreak for six-year-old 
Shayla after someone kills 
her pet rabbit with a brick 


A BARRY resident 
says it is ‘heart¬ 
breaking’ to see the 
distress his six-year- 
old daughter is 
going through, after 
someone killed one 
of the family’s pet 
rabbits using a 
brick. 

Matthew Selby, who 
lives in Shakespeare 
Road, said it appeared 
that the rabbit’s trusting 
nature might have sealed 
its fate. 

He told The GEM that 
he discovered the rabbit, 
called Rosie, on Friday 
morning, July 21. 

He explained: “I woke 
up to find her cage door 
open, with Rosie laid out 
in front of the cage. My 
immediate thought was 
that it was a fox attack 
because this is quite 
common. 

“I got a bag to wrap 
her up, but on closer 
inspection I couldn’t find 
a single bite, scratch, or 
wound, which is odd, 
considering foxes tear 
rabbits to pieces, and 
blood is always present. 

“I inspected the cage 
itself, which showed no 
sign of scratching on the 
lock area. 


“I’ve seen several fox 
attacks on rabbits in the 
past and they are always 
brutal scenes with blood, 
limbs and scattered fur. I 
checked every part of 
Rosie’s body, but could 
not find any signs of 
teeth or claw marks. No 
fox hair was present 
either.” 

Matthew then noticed 
a brick with rabbit fur on 
it and it dawned on him 
that a person had 
inflicted the injuries on 
Rosie. 

“Her whole head had 
been crushed, and her 
body was flat. Blood was 
only coming from her 
ears, nose, mouth and 
backside, which shows 
she had been stamped on. 
She had been dragged 
from her cage and killed. 

“Our other rabbit’s 
cage is first in line as you 
approach the hutches. 
Each night, I feed and 
water them, and always 
leave the hutch locks at a 
90-degree angle. 

“On the morning I 
found Rosie dead, I 
noticed the first rabbit’s 
hutch lock had been 
tampered with. But that 
rabbit. Dot, is more 
aggressive, and will not 
come to the edge of the 
cage. 


“It is quite difficult to 
get her out. Whoever was 
responsible, moved on to 
Rosie, who is very 
friendly, and will come to 
the edge of her hutch for 
a smooth.” 

What has been 
particularly devastating 
for Matthew and his wife 
Louise is the distress it 
has caused their daughter 
Shayla. 

“Rosie was Shayla’s 
rabbit. She is six years 
old and has autism. Rosie 
was very special to her, 
and it was good therapy 
for her. 

“She used to put the 
water out for her - it was 
good for her to have a pet 
to look after. She is 
extremely upset, and 
cannot understand why 
her rabbit has died. 

“She keeps drawing 
pictures telling us - ‘It’s 
okay, Rosie will like the 
pictures, and it will make 
her better’. As a parent, it 
is heartbreaking to hear.” 

Matthew contacted the 
police who have carried 
out door-to-door 

enquiries and tried to 
access relevant CCTV in 
the area. 

The family are 
members of Barry 
Presbyterian Church and 
say they have grateful for 


all the support from the 
local congregation. 

Matthew added: “We 
have put the story on 
Facebook, and it has 
been shared over 400 
times. 

“We have received 
support and kind remarks 
from all over Wales, 
England, France, Spain 
and as far away as 
America. People have 
sent us lovely messages 
for Shayla.” 

Matthew advises other 
pet owners in the area to 
be vigilant: “I hope it will 
be a warning to other pet 
owners to be very 
careful. 

“A day after this 
happened, a man had put 
on Facebook that 
somebody had shot his 
cat in the eye with a 
pellet gun in our area 
which means there may 
be a person on the loose 
killing and harming 
animals.” 

Matthew said he 
wanted to thank Ian 
Williams, the contractors 
who have been working 
on his house, for their 
generosity in giving 
Shayla gift vouchers to 
help her get over the loss 
of her rabbit.

She told him: “I am sure he will be able to follow 
up on that directly, but I will pass on his concerns to 
my right hon. friend, the Minister for Digital.” 


Swansea tidal 
lagoon ‘must he 
value for money' 


THE Welsh 
Government is 
waiting “with 
exasperation” for a 
go-ahead from the 
UK Government on 
plans for a tidal 
lagoon at Swansea 
Bay, said Jane Hutt 
AM last week. 

The Leader of the 
House in the National 
Assembly and Vale AM, 
said that the Welsh 
Government continues to 
be supportive of the 
benefits of the proposed 
£1.3 billion project and 
is waiting for the UK 
Government’s response 
to the Hendry Report 
which backed plans for a 
“pathfinder” lagoon at 
Swansea Bay. 

She said she and her 
colleagues are waiting 
“with exasperation” 
because of the 
Westminster 
Government’s slowness 
in coming to a decision. 

Ms Hutt said: “It is 
interesting that the Prime 
Minister is asking for 
ideas and engagement 
with other parties. She’s 
got something on her 
doorstep that she could 
say ‘yes’ to straight 
away in terms of 
engaging. 

“There is cross-party 
support from this 
Assembly for the tidal 
lagoon. 

“The Welsh 
Government’s been 
meeting with Tidal 
Lagoon Power on the 
proposed Swansea 
project for a number of 
years across a range of 
areas to ensure Welsh 
businesses and the local 
economy gain maximum 
benefit. 

“In his review, 

Hendry recognised the 
integrated approach 
we’ve taken on skills 
and supply chain 
development in support 
of this important sector. 

“We’re recognising 


the role that the private 
sector and investors have 
played in taking this 
forward - to the point 
where we now await the 
response from the UK 
Government.” 

Ms Hutt said: “There 
is to be a cross-party 
meeting at the Assembly 
on the lagoon proposal 
with UK Business 
Secretary Greg Clark, 
and that is very 
welcome. 

“We would want to 
hear from that, but, 
again, we will be 
pressing the UK 
Government for a 
speedy response.” 

The Ogmore AM, and 
Ms Hutt’sLabour Party 
colleague, Huw Irranca- 
Davies, added his voice 
saying: “We had a 
debate here before the 
general election when 
there was universal 
support for the lagoon 
and for the findings of 
the Hendry Review. 

“It also has the 
backing of the higher 
education sector, the 
construction sector, the 
business sector, the CBI, 
individual businesses, 
the unions, local 
government, cross-party, 
right across the board.” 

In response, the 
Secretary of State for 
Wales and Vale MP, Alun 
Cairns, told The GEM: 
“Although the 
Government remains 
supportive of the plans, 
it is absolutely crucial 
that we ensure that the 
lagoon will work in 
practice and, in turn, be 
value for money for the 
taxpayer. 

“I am in continuing 
discussions with the 
Department for Business 
and Energy and 
Industrial Strategy 
Ministers, who I am 
working closely with to 
calculate how the lagoon 
can be worthwhile for 
the taxpayer. ”

Improvement work at Jenner 
Park, which has given Barry 
Town United AFC a major 
boost ahead of their return to 
the Welsh Premier League, 
continues. 

Gavin Chesterfield’s men are 
gearing up for another crack at the 
domestic top flight after clinching the 
Welsh League Division One title last 
season. 

That came just four years after the 
club was withdrawn from the second 
tier and forced to join the lowest run of 
the Welsh League ladder. 

Barry Town United has now firmly 
re-established itself on the pitch, and 
the Vale Council is giving the club a 
further lift behind the scenes by 
allowing them to lease the Jenner Park 
bar and skittle area. 

The club plans to refurbish these 
areas, and create a space that can be 
used by the club and the wider 
community, which will hopefully 
increase the club’s appeal, and help to

attract more supporters and raise more 
money. 

Some residents, however, have 
raised concerns over the increased 
demand for matchday car parking due 
to the clubs growing success and the 
extensive use of the Jenner Park 
facilities. 

In order to address this concern, 
there will be more use of the Devon 
Avenue car park on matchdays, while 
the possibility of providing additional 
space for visiting teams at council’s 
Court Depot will be investigated once 
contractors working on a different 
project finish and leave the site later in 
the year. 

There may also be a possibility to 
create a new car park at the former 
civic amenity site on Court Road, 
when specific events are taking place 
at Jenner Park. 

The council also provided a six- 
figure investment to have a new state- 
of-the-art 3G pitch, for both Barry 
Town United and other users.
